PAPER CURRENCY III CIRCULATION. 

In 



The treasurer of tho United 
States, Hon. p! N. Morgan, has sub- 
mitted to Secretary Carlisle the an- 
nual report on tho operations and 
conditions of tho treasury. 

The net ordinary revenues for the 
fiscal year ending Juno 80, cents 
omitted, were $297,722,010, a de- 
crease of $88,007,009, as compared 
with the year before. The net or- 
dinary expenditures were $807,525,- 
279, a decrease of $15,952,074. In- 
eluding the public debt the total 
receipts on all accounts were $724, 
000,589, and the expenditures wer 
$098,008,522. At the close of busi 
ness June 80, 1893, there stood on 
the books of tho department 
charged to the treasurer a balance 
of $788,407,555. 

Adding to this the receipts on all 
accounts gives $1,402,274,098, 
tho total to be accounted for, and 
deducting the expediturea leaveB a 
balance of $708,505,540 June 80, 
1894. In addition to theae bal- 
ances, however, there were other 
liabilities, arising from the postal 
revenues, from disbursing oflicora 
and from other aourcea, which 
brought the total to $770,051,808 
at tho former date, and to $804,- 
854,750 at the latter. 

After aotting aside the amonnta 
treated as unavailable, the princi- 
pal Of which are the deposits made 
with the atates under tho law of 
1880, there remained the sum of 
$740,588,055 in 1893, and the sum 
of $775,810,559 in 1895, represented 
by live assets in the several offices 
of the treasury and mint, together 
with deposits in national banks. 
Of these balances the sums of 
$584,508,020 and $010,155,820 res- 
pectively, were on deposit for t 
redemption of outstanding certifi- 
cates and treasury notes, leaving 
$101,994,785 and $159,154,7 
tho balances on account of tho gen- 
eral fund. 

Tho treasurer remarks that tho 
impairment of the dead reserve, 
rendering necessary tho issuing of 
bonds in February, was caused 
chiefly by the depletion of the 
treasury resulting from insufficient 
revenues. Even when tho supply 
of paper had become 60 reduced 
that the treasury was obligod to pay 
out large sums of gold in the ordi- 
nary disbursements tho coin was 
freely returned in the revenuee. 
Tho proceeds of thia loan were 
$58,000,000 in gold coin and certif- 
icates, but during the month of 
February thero were redeemed $19,- 
200,000 of notes in gold, presuma- 
bly to meet subscriptions to the 
loan, bo that the net gold proceeds 
were about $89,500,000. Thia, to- 
gether with a gain of $1,500,000 in 
gold from ordinary sources, caused 
the reserve to go up from $05,000,- 
000 to $100,500,000, while tho net 
assets of the treasury, with an ex- 
1 of $7,000,000 of expenditures 
r receipts for tho month went 

from 1196,000,000 to |177,000|« 

0(H). During the succeeding months 
until tho end of the first week in 

August, tho re e e r ye wee effected by 

deficient revenues and withdrawals 
of gold for export.

Prior to July, 1888, tho gold re- 
servo was but little affectod by 
withdrawals of coin, thore never 
having been any considerable do- 
mand for the redemption of notes. 
Even when gold exports were heavy 
the metal was furnished by bank- 
ers from their vaults or was ob- 



tained from the treasury for gold! 
certificates, of course, without im- A 
pairtnont to tho rosary*. During 
the last two years, however, tho 
treasury has boon called upon to 
furnish nearly the wholo, of the 
requirements for exportation, and 
there have recently been considi 
rablo» withdrawals for other uses. 
To the end of September last the 
total redemptions of United States 
notes in gold since tho resumption 
of specie payments wore $181,800, 
000, and the total redemptions of 
treasury notea in gold from their 
first issue were $08,500,000. 

Tho two important events of tho 
year affecting the condition of the 
public debt wore tho isBue of $50,. 
000,000 of 5 per cent, bonds to re- 
plenish the gold reserve and the 
stoppago of the purchase of silver 
bullion by the issue of treasury 
notos. 

The amount of tho new issues of 
United States paper currency put 
into circulation during tho year 
was $850,959,100, having beon ex- 
coedod but once, in 1892. The 
amount of worn and mutilated 
notes redeemed waB $819,(X)2,200. 
This also has been exceeded but 
once, in 1898. The total paper 
circulation reachod its highost 
point in May last, when it stood 
at $1,175,000,000. Since then thero 
has been a Blight contraction, 
caused chiefly by the gradual re- 
demption and retirement of gold 
certificates, the issm of whicl: 



suspended, as the law requiros 
when the gold reserve of the treas- 
ury foil below $100,000,000. The 
amount of counterfeit silver coins 
and fractional curroncy detected 
at tho offices of the treasury during 
the year was $10,500, an increase 
of $900 over the year before 
Notwithstanding a changt 
regulations whereby sender* 
tional bank notes for redei 
were required to bear the c 
for transportation, tho redemptions 
wore the heaviest since 1880, 
amounting to $105,000,000, or more 
than half of the average circula- 
tion.

Since rne'&Afffnlt BS citiiena 

of Union county, Tennessee, 25 
miles from .Knoxvillo, have been 
going daft ovar the advent of Anna 
McDonald, an Indian woman from 
the Cherokee tribe of tho west. 
Tho comm'otion this Anna Mc- 
Donald has stirrod up among the 
people about Log mountain, six 
miles from Luttrell, is something 
without precedent in this country. 

In short, she has 12 men now 
engaged in tearing down a large 
Indian mound, and declares that 
she will expose a treasure of $500,- 
000. She claims this amount was 
paid her grandfather, Chief Mcin- 
tosh, by tho whites over ahundrod 
yeara ago for a large estate sold 
them by the Indian chiof. Mcin- 
tosh being afraid the whites would 
rob him, buried it there. Up to 
last Monday night gold was found 
to the amount of nearly $50,000, 
She is being backed by some of 
Union county's richest men, and it 
is only a matter of timo before the 
whole amount will be found. The 
soveral mounds referred to have 
nearly all beon smoothed down by 
the roads, but areoasily located by 
tho holp of a compass. Tho first 
one opened was Said to contain 
about $18,000, and 90 feet directly 
east of this $80,000, togothor with 
aomo old Indian relics, was un- 
earthed. Miss McDonald haa a lot 
of men guarding what Aho has al- 
ready found. Tho gold 1 is in bars. 
She refused to have any more work 
done until some of her own people 
arrive. She claims that sho is 
afraid of tho whites. The well- 
known Indian doctor, J. F. Baer, 
loft about threo or four days ago 
to got a lot of hor poople in the In- 
dian Territory. Thoy are expected 
to arrive soon, and then work will 
begin again. She has gone forty 
yards northeast from where the 
$550,000 was found, and on account 
of hor not wanting it opened until 
'her own people arrive it is thought 
that at loast $100,000, or perhaps 
more, will bo found thero. About 
one thousand poople visited the 
place in one day, among them be- 
ing some very prominent men from 
Knoxville, Groonvillo and Middles- 
boro. Farmers of Union and tho 
adjoining counties have abandoned 
their work and flocked to tho scone. 

Miss McDonald has expressed a 
doaire to have part of the state mi- 
tia thore in order that her discov- 
ery might havo better protection, 
but, of course, the militia will not 
be sent. Her backors, five in num- 
ber, are to receive $1,000 each for 
tho money thoy put out for the un- 
earthing of the gold.
